*" HOW ROCKETS ARE- MADE. 


Their Three Principal Purposes and Their 
Peculiar Construction. 

Rockets, according to St. Nicholas, are 
made for three purposes: For signaling, for 
decorations or celebrations, or as projectiles 
in war. For signals the charge consists of 
twelve parts of niter, two of sulphur and 
three of charcoal. The ornamental or deco- 
rative rocket is the one we see used on the 
Fourth of July and the composition of which 
it is made comprises 122 parts of mealed or 
finely pulverized powder, eighty of niter, 
forty of sulphur and forty of cast-iron 
filings. 

The main part of this rocket is a case, 
made by rolling stout paper, covered on one 
side with paste, around a wooden form, at 
the same time applying considerable press- 
ure. The end is thea “choked,”’ or brought 
tightly together with twine. . 

The paper case thus made is next placed 
ina copper mold, so that @ conical copper 
spindle will pass up through the choke, and 
the composition is then poured in and 
packed by blows of a mallet On @ copper 
drift or packing-tool made to fit over the 
spindle. The top of the case is now closed 
with a layer of moist plaster of paris one 
inch thica, perforated with a small hole for 
the passage of the flame to the upper part 
or ‘“‘pot.”” The pot is formed of another pa- 
per cylinder slipped over and pasted to the 
top of the case and surmounted by a paper 
cone filled with tow. The ‘“‘decorations’’ are 
placed in the pot and are scattered through 
the air when the flame, having passed 
through the aperture of the plaster, reaches 
& small charge of melted powder placed in 
the pot. 

The stick is a piece of pine wood, taper- 
ing. and about nine times the length of the 
rocket. Itis to guide the rocket in its 
fiigut. The decorations in the pot may be 
“stars,” ‘“‘serpents,”’ “‘marrons,”’ ‘“gold- 
rain,”’ andsoon. “Marrons’’ are small pa- 
per sheils filled with grained powder and 
pinned with quick-match. “berpents’’ are 
stnalil cases about one-half inch in diameter 
in which, is a composition of three parts 
niter, three sulphur, sixteen mealed powder, 
one-half charcoal. This composition is 
driven in the case, the top of which is 
closed by pilaster of paris, having a smali 
aperture through which passes a piece of 
auick-match.

A father, 
when his daughter became a bride, gave her 
a golden casket with the injunction not to 
pass it into other hands, for it held a charm 
which, in her keeping, would be of inestima- 
ble value to her as the mistress of a house. 
Not only was she to have the entire care of 
it, but she was to take it every morning to 
the cellar, the kitchen, the dining-room, 
the library, the parlor, the bedroom, and to 
remain with it in each place for five min- 
utes, lpoking carefully about. After @ lapse 
of tifree years the father was to send the 
key, that the secret talisman might be re- 
vyealdd, The directions were followed. The 
key was-sent. The casket was opened. It 
was found to contain an old parchment, on 
which was written these words: “The 
eyes of the mistress are worth one hundred 
pair of servants’ hands.”” The wise father 
knew that a practice of inspection followed 
faithfully for three years would become 4 
habit and be self-perpetuating—that the 
golden casket and the hidden charm would 
have accomplished their mission.—Folk-

A NEW CRUISER LAUNCHED 


John L. Sullivan Declares His 


At Niagara and Comes Out | 


Inrention of Ruhning for 
Oongress. 


Steve Bredie Gees Over Horse- 


shee Falis. |

Curtrox, Ont., Sept 7.—Steve Bro- | 
die went over Horseshoe Falls this | 
inorning im a rubber suit. He was 
picked up below the falls in an unvon- | 
scious condition and taken to Clifton. | 
He recovered consciousnes not long af- 
ter, and an examination showed he was | 
not seriously injured. | 

Brodie, with several friends and | 
newspaper correspondents, arrived last | 
night. They left the hotel at 4 o’clock | 
this morning and went to a point 200 | 
feet above the falls. Brodie then 
stripped and had his body padded with | 
cotton batting and then put on a rub- 
ber suit, which was infilated to 52 
inches around the waist and 75 inches | 
around the chest. His headyear was | 
also padded and inflated, while two. 
steel bands protected his body. 

At 5:30 Brodie, with a paddle, en- | 
tered the water. He caught the | 
current, waived the handle of the pad- | 
dle, and in a few seconds he was shot 
over the center of the falls, and luck- 
ily he wert with lightning rapidity 
over aif@ outside of one of the falling 
volumes of water and was quickly lost 
in the mist and foam. He was buried 


from sight nearly two minutes, when 


he “appeared on the surface and was | 
carried towards the Ameridan shore, | 
then suddenly hurried toward the Can- 


adian shore, where bie friend Ledger 
had ropes ready to draw him from the 
water. Ledger was stripped and swam 
out 200 feet with a rope fastened 
to his waist, while W. EK. Harding 
held the other end un shore. Ledger 
after several attempts reached Brodie, 
fastened the rope to the iron bands | 
around his waist then swam ashore 
and assisted in pulling the daring 
swimmer ashore. On Brodie being 
lifted on the rocks he was quickly 
stripped, brandy poured in small 
quantities on his temples while he was | 
rubbed and chafed but he was insensi- 
ble and bleed oozed from his mouth 
and ef¥s, probably frum the shock or | 
concussion. For 20 minutes Brodie | 
lay until ammonia was applied to his| 
nostrils when he began to shiver and 
gesticulate. | 
In describing his experience Brodie | 
said aiter he entered the river he 
weakened and would have given any- 
thing in the world if he could have 
reached the shore. He attempted to 
get ashore by using his paddle, when | 
the swift current swept him back and | 
turned him feet first towards the brink 
of the cataract. When he saw that it 
was impossible to get out he felt the 
same as a man that was to meet death. 
Just as he came to the brink of the 
falls he became unconscious through 
fright, and remained so until he struck 
the water, churned into the foum at 
the base of the falls, when he was 
temporarily brought to by the force | 
with which he struck the water. Then | 
he again lost coneciousness and knew 
no more until he found himself lying | 
in his rubber suit at the waters edge. | 
There is no doubt that Brodie suc- | 
cessfully went over the falls.

Does Rainfall Increase? 


An exceedingly valuable report 
has just been issued from the 
weather bureau at Washington on 
the rainfall of the Pacific slope and 
Western States. Some ef the sta- 
tions are covered for fifty years 
and others for only five or six. 
Fifteen large charts show the rain- 
fall by the month, then the least, 
the largest and the mean for all the 
country west of the 93d meridian. 


The result shows how great the er-" 


rot has been as to the arid region- 
The tenth census showed an area 
of 241,000 square miles with less 
than ten inches of rain, which has 
been reduced to 126,000 and a sim- 
ilar reduction in the fifteen inch 
area. 

The question of the increase of 
rainfall seems to be satisfactorily 
settled in Utah. Great Salt Lake 
has risen and fallen in forty years 
several times, but notwithstanding 
the fact that irrigating ditches are 
increasing in size and numbers, the 
lake rises higher and falls less at 
each change. 

The record .at Austin, Texas, 

covers 32 years. The average of 
the last half was 5.1 inches greater 
than the first. 


At Camp McDermitt, Nev., the | 
last nine years was 8.1 inches. 


greater than the previous nine. 

Camp Bidwell, Cal. has 21 years 
on record and the last half was one 
inch greater than the first half. 

Boise, Idaho, has exactly the 
same report. 

At Sacramento for forty years 
the last half is 0.5 less than the first 
half. 

At Stockton for twenty-four 
years the increase was .1. 

At Camp McDowell, Arizona, 
the first half of twenty-one years 
was larger by .5. 

Out of eighteen cases twelve 
have increased the last half, and in 
six the first half is larger. 

Kansas and Nebraska have sea- 
sons of severe drouth, but the re- 
ports of twenty years do indicate 
some increase. There is an in- 
crease in the number and size of 
springs but not of streams, follow- 
ing cultivation, which seems to 
show that there is a greater reten- 
tion of moisture in the soil, All 
the eyidence indicates that there 
is some increase of rainfall with 
the settling up of a country. 

The chief signal officer does not 
hesitate to express the opinion 
that the trans-Missouri rainfall is 
slightly increasing as a whole. 
‘There appears no possible reason 
to believe that the scanty rainfall 
of the past year or two will not be 
followed by increasing precipita- 
tion in the next few yeers. 

The whole report is both val- 
uable and interesting, and well 
worth the study of our people. It 
may doubtless be had of General
